Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  on  the  health 
of  the  combined  districts,  comprising  Areas  “E”  and  “F”  of  the 
County  of  Somerset  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1966. 

Speaking  generally  for  the  combined  area  of  six  district  councils, 
we  have  had  a healthy  year  in  1966.  The  vital  statistics  reveal  a 
higher  birth,  and  lower  infant  and  general  death  rate  than  for  the 
country  as  a whole.  We  have  gone  a long  way  towards  the  eradica- 
tion of  infectious  disease,  basically  by  progressive  improvement  in 
housing,  water  supplies,  sewage  disposal  and  other  environmental 
conditions,  but  with  the  help  of  health  education  and  the  estabhsh- 
ment  of  artificial  immunity,  particularly  in  children.  Those  parents 
who  do  not  accept  immunisation  for  their  children  for  reasons 
usually  best  known  to  themselves,  are  depending  for  their  children’s 
safety  on  the  majority  population,  voluntarily  protected,  who  are 
helping  to  achieve  and  maintain  an  immune  community.  Strange  it 
may  be  that  such  biases  disappear  when  the  children  have  to  get 
“jabs”  prior  to  travel  abroad  to  places  for  which  certain  vaccination 
procedures  are  compulsory,  or  even  advisable. 

I am  glad  that  increasing  numbers  are  seeking  protection  against 
tetanus,  especially  in  the  more  rural  areas  where  this  most  un- 
pleasant disease  occurs  sporadically,  literally  out  of  the  soil. 

Again,  locally,  we  have  had  a year  free  from  poliomyelitis. 
There  has  been  a dramatic  fall  in  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis. 

Oddly  enough,  no  case  of  human  brucellosis  has  occurred  not- 
withstanding the  findings  of  positive  cases  in  herds  producing  milk 
which,  in  some  cases,  was  sold,  unpasteurised,  to  the  public.  It  is 
encouraging  to  see  that  some  action  is,  at  last,  being  contemplated 
by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  towards  the  eradication 
of  brucellosis  from  cattle. 

Notifications  of  food  poisoning  have  been  comparatively  light, 
no  outbreak  of  any  magnitude  having  occurred.  The  Public  Health 
Inspectors  can,  therefore,  derive  some  satisfaction  from  their 
constant  vigilance  on  food  premises,  and  so  keeping  down  the  in- 
cidence of  such  avoidable  illnesses. 
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The  problems  of  Housing  and  Slum  Clearance  in  the  area  as  a 
whole  are  reaching  a state  of  satisfactory  achievement;  in  some  the 
slum  clearance  programmes  having  been  completed.  Unfortunately, 
in  some  districts,  the  costly  t3q:>e  of  house  demands  a rent  too  high 
for  many  needy  applicants. 

The  unfortunate  accident  to  an  elderly  resident  in  one  of  our 
council-owned  bungalows  again  stimulates  me  to  comment  on  heat- 
ing in  dwellings  specificall}'  designed  for  old  people. 

The  undue  susceptibility  of  old  people  to  cold  is  well  established 
indicating  the  necessity  for  adequate  and  maintained  “whole-house” 
heating.  Open  lires  may  be  homely  to  look  at  but  do  not  maintain 
an  eA'en  temperature  even  within  the  lour  walls  of  one  room.  Neither 
must  one  o\’erlook  the  physical  dangers  of  an  open  fire  to  the  elderly, 
nor  the  need  for  stoking  and  refuelling  and  carrying  solid  fuel  from 
supply  to  fire;  not  to  mention  the  use  of  oil  heaters  as  an  augmenta- 
tion, or  substitute  while  waiting  for  the  fire  to  be  cleaned  out  and 
re-made. 

Much  advice  has  been  handed  out  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  from  time  to  time  to  Local  Authorities  on 
this  subject,  to  the  extent  of  recommending,  in  1962,  full  central 
heating  designed  to  maintain  a temperature  of  70®F.  throughout 
the  dwelling.  The  new  cost  yardsticks  published  in  the  latest  Minis- 
try Circular  contain  special  additions  allowing  for  extra  costs 
involved. 

I am  sorry  that  these  standards  are  not  yet  acceptable  to  all 
the  district  councils,  although  some  have  already  made  adequate 
provision,  or  have  plans  for  so  doing. 

I wish  to  thank  all  members  of  the  six  councils  for  their  courtesy 
at  all  times,  my  council  officer  colleagues,  particularly  in  the  Public 
Health  Departments,  for  their  continued  co-operation.  I am  especi- 
ally grateful  to  Miss  Baldwin  in  the  Health  Department  for  her 
help  in  compiling  the  statistics  for  this  report  and  for  her  manage- 
ment of  the  office  routine  during  the  year.

These  general  statistics  yet  again  show  very  satisfactory  trends. 
The  birth  rate  remaining  higher;  the  general  death  rate  lower  than 
that  for  the  country  as  a whole,  and  the  infant  death  rate  con- 
siderably so.  Can  we  conclude  that  there  is  a great  deal  to  be  said 
for  living  in  a rural  environment  with  all  the  available  facilities  of 
an  efficient  health  service.

Measles : 

Last  year’s  anticipated  high-level  incidence  was  rather  slow  in 
reaching  its  climax,  and  continued  into  early  1966,  giving  a higher 
occurrence  rate  for  this  year  than  expected. 

Research  into,  and  experimental  trials  of,  measles  vaccine  are 
going  on  in  selected  centres  in  the  country.  Unofficial  reports  are 
very  encouraging  that  we  may  have  yet  another  disease,  with  a high 
morbidity  and  complication  rate  in  children,  which  will  prove  to  be 
controllable,  or  even  eradicated  in  time. 

Scarlet  Fever  and  Whooping  Cough: 

Although  still  appearing  in  recurrent  local  outbreaks,  these 
present  no  great  problem  either  in  incidence  or  occurrence  of 
complications. 

Dysentery : 

Only  odd,  scattered  cases  occurred  during  the  year. 

Food  Poisoning: 

Only  eleven  cases  were  notified,  a fraction  of  last  year’s  total. 
Severe  restrictive  measures  are  enforced  on  cases  .suffering  from  this 
disease,  as  with  dysentery,  particular!}^  where  the  patient  or 
contact  is  a food  handler.  Exclusion  of  food  handlers  from  work 
presents  less  of  a problem  since  the  introduction  of  the  Public  Health 
Act  of  1961,  enabling  local  authorities  to  compensate  the  workers 
for  loss  of  earnings. 
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Typhoid  Fever: 

For  the  third  consecutive  year  a resident  in  the  area  arrived 
back  from  a holiday  resort  abroad  suffering  from  typhoid.  For- 
tunately, no  secondary  cases  occurred. 

Tuberculo.sis : 

The  incidence  of  tuberculosis  has  been  the  lowest  ever  re- 
ported, even  before  the  inclusion  of  Norton-Radstock  and  Glutton 
in  the  combined  districts.  Dare  we  hope  that  this  unexpectedly 
low  level  will  be  maintained?  Again,  much  depends  on  the  co- 
operation of  parents  in  accepting  B.C.G.  vaccination  offered  to 
school  children,  so  much  having  been  achieved  environmentally  by 
improved  social  standards. 

MASS  RADIOGRAPHY  SERVICE 

Early  chest  disease,  tuberculous  and  other,  can  be  detected 
by  Mass  Radiography.  A free  public  service  is  offered  within  our 
area,  in  addition  to  the  more  frequent  sessions  in  Bristol  and  Bath. 

Frome — Cork  Street  Car  Park,  alternate  Wednesdays,  2.15 
p.m.  to  3.15  p.m. 

Keynsham — Lamb  and  Lark  Hotel  Car  Park,  alternate  Fridays, 
10.15  a.m.  to  11.15  a.m. 

Radstock — Victoria  Square  Car  Park,  alternate  Tuesdays, 
10.30  a.m.  to  11.30  a.m.

population.  It  is  noticeably  lower  than  the  national  rate,  presumably 
due  to  the  proportionately  higher  number  of  older  population. 

The  high  number  of  stillbirths  is  fortunately  counterbalanced 
by  the  reduction  in  infant  deaths. 

The  general  death  rate  is  considerably  lower  than  that  for  the 
country  as  a whole  (11.7). 

Deaths  from  cancer  were  eight  fewer  than  last  year,  but  un- 
fortunately, cancer  of  the  lung  accounted  for  seven  more  than  in 
1965,  and  the  highest  yet  recorded. 

Of  the  infectious  diseases,  the  one  case  of  food  poisoning  was 
infected  abroad. 

Although  there  were  three  deaths  from  tuberculosis,  the  number 
of  new  cases  notihed  showed  a marked  fall.

WATER  SUPPLY 

Water  is  supplied  to  the  district  mainly  by  Bath  Corporation 
and  the  Bristol  Waterworks  Company  Limited. 

Parts  of  the  three  parishes  of  Kelston,  Claverton  and  Hunstrete 
are  supplied  by  private  enterprise,  leaving  the  Council  to  supply 
only  a small  part  of  the  Parish  of  Northstoke. 

The  statutory  undertakers  have  given  a full  and  ample  supply 
of  pure  water  throughout  the  year  and  have  been  found  to  be  very 
co-operative  in  any  small  difficulties  which  have  arisen. 

Hunstrete  received  a temporary  supply  of  water  from  Bath 
City  Waterworks  as  the  local  supply  had  become  contaminated. 
Arrangements  are  in  hand  for  the  laying  of  new  mains  for  a per- 
manent supply  from  Bristol  Waterworks  Company. 

The  private  supply  to  Kelston  has  been  adequate  and  no  trouble 
with  purity  has  arisen. 

The  supply  to  part  of  Northstoke  is  becoming  inadequate  and 
consideration  will  shortly  have  to  be  given  to  extending  the  mains 
from  Bristol  Waterworks  to  serve  this  district. 

Indi\ddual  private  wells  were  sampled  as  necessary,  and  a 
satisfactory  supply  was  obtained  in  three  cases  following  protection 
from  pollution  from  surface  water. 


SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  parishes  of  Bathampton,  Bathford,  Batheaston,  Claverton 
(part),  Monkton  Combe  and  Lower  Swainswick  discharge,  by  agree- 
ment, into  the  sewers  of  Bath  Corporation.  The  Parish  of  Whit- 
church discharges,  also  by  agreement,  into  the  sewers  of  Bristol 
Corporation. 

This  arrangement  has  worked  satisfactorily  and  beyond 
normal  maintenance  work  no  major  problems  have  arisen. 

The  Parishes  of  Freshford,  Peasedown  St.  John  (part),  Camerton 
(part),  Shoscombe,  Southstoke,  Priston,  Corston  and  Newton  St. 
Loe,  have  been  provided  with  sewers  which  discharge  into  sewage 
disposal  works  provided  and  maintained  by  the  Council. 

All  sewers  and  plants  ha\e  worked  satisfactorily,  and  no 
problems  have  arisen. 
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A sewerage  and  disposal  scheme  prepared  for  the  hamlets  of 
New  Buildings  and  Carlingcott  is  now  awaiting  Ministry  approval. 

A scheme  is  also  about  to  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry  for 
sewering  the  Parishes  of  Marksbury  and  Compton  Dando,  with  a 
joint  disposal  works  situated  in  Compton  Dando. 

A further  scheme  is  about  to  be  prepared  for  rectifying  the 
present  unsatisfactory  disposal  of  sewage  from  Hinton  Charterhouse 
by  taking  it  to  the  Freshford  Disposal  Works;  these  Works  are  to 
be  enlarged  to  deal  also  with  sewage  from  Limpley  Stoke  in  the  Brad- 
ford and  Melksham  Rural  District  Council  area. 

The  scheme  for  new  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works  in  the 
Parish  of  Wellow  has  almost  been  completed. 

Further  schemes  are  envisaged  for  Upper  Swainswick,  North- 
stoke  and  Tunley,  with  parts  of  Camerton. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

A weekly  collection  of  house  and  trade  refuse  is  made  from  all 
parts  of  the  district. 

On  the  collection  side  the  service  has  worked  smoothly  but  the 
problem  of  disposal,  due  to  the  difficulty  of  finding  suitable  tipping 
sites,  continues  to  create  some  difficulties.  On  a short  term  basis 
there  are  some  prospects  of  obtaining  a suitable  tip  to  serve  the 
whole  of  the  area  and  which  will  be  capable  of  being  maintained  in 
an  efficient  manner.  On  a longer  term  basis,  consideration  is  being 
given  by  Bathavon  and  adjoining  Authorities,  for  the  provision 
of  a refuse  destructor. 

Abandoned  cars  continue  to  be  somewhat  of  a problem,  but  if 
notification  is  given  to  this  Authority  by  Owners  of  old  cars  that 
they  wish  to  dispose  of  them,  and  provided  they  are  intact,  ar- 
rangements can  usually  be  made  for  their  disposal. 

A central  depot  for  the  refuse  collection  service  has  almost  been 
completed  at  Peasedown  St.  John.  This  will  provide  garaging  for 
the  vehicles,  washing  facilities,  clothes  drying,  and  changing  rooms 
for  the  men,  together  with  office  and  stores.

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The  requirements  of  the  Act  were  complied  with  and  one  shop 
was  closed  to  complete  internal  alterations  to  c(jmply  with  the 
Act  following  informal  action. 

During  inspections  it  was  noted  that  the  meter  reading  lighting 
survey  of  the  previous  year  had  favourable  reaction.  Three  offices 
and  two  shops  changed  to  fluorescent  lighting  give  a high  lighting 
standard. 

Two  e.xemption  certificates  were  granted  under  Section  24  (7). 
These  were  in  respect  of  office  premises  in  two  private  schools.  Both 
schools  have  the  necessary  first-aid  room  with  trained  staff  in 
attendance,  and  readily  available  for  the  office  staff. 

Copies  of  O.S.R.  9B  abstract  of  the  Regulations  were  purchased 
and  sold  to  occupiers  of  registered  premises  when  inspections  under 
the  Act  were  being  carried  out. 

There  has  been  no  case  of  any  accident  reported  or  notified 
during  the  year. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

One  Rodent  Operator  continues  as  a full-time  employee.  Private 
dwellings  receive  a free  treatment  service  and  advice. 

Business  and  agricultural  premises  may  take  advantage  of  a 
yearly  contract. 

The  Refuse  Tips  and  small  Sewage  Disposal  Plants  are  kept 
under  review  and  treatment  is  carried  out  when  necessary. 

The  main  sewers  and  works  received  a test  baiting  and  poisoning 
treatment  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture’s  require- 
ments. Rats  were  to  be  found  only  in  the  sections  of  sewers  where 
the  older  village  sewers  have  connections. 

DISEASEvS  OF  ANIMALS  (WASTE  FOODS)  ORDER  1957 

There  are  16  Licensed  Swill  Boiler  Operators  in  the  district. 
Equipment  at  these  premises  consists  of  10  Coppers,  3 Pressure 
Cookers  and  3 Steam  Injector  Plants. 

Inspections  revealed  that  the  Operators  are  observing  the 
requirements  of  the  Order  and  it  was  only  necessary  to  serve  two 
informal  notices  requesting  repairs  to  a worn  floor  and  a broken 
drain. 


ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT  1963 

There  are  four  Animal  Boarding  Establishments  licensed  under 
the  Act. 

Extensive  alterations  and  additions  have  now  been  satisfactorily 
completed  at  the  kennels  at  Englishcombe. 
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These  alterations  were  carried  out  following  advice  given  both 
by  the  Local  Inspector  of  the  R.S.P.C.A.,  and  the  Fire  Prevention 
Officer  of  the  Bath  Fire  Brigade. 

No  action  was  necessary  at  the  other  three  establishments.

Statistics  generally  are  very  favourable.  The  birth  rate  is  up  to 
above  the  national  average,  and  still  births  and  infant  deaths 
appreciably  fewer  in  number. 

The  death  rate  is  just  below  the  country’s  average.  The  ratios 
of  the  principal  causative  factors  show  some  alteration,  less,  just 
over  half,  being  due  to  conditions  of  the  heart  and  circulation,  and 
over  one-hfth  to  cancer.  Cancer  of  the  lung  had  a particularly  high 
toll  this  year,  causing  hfteen  deaths. 

In  the  main,  infectious  disease  gave  little  cause  for  anxiety. 
No  case  of  food  poisoning  was  notified,  and  only  one  case  of  tuber- 
culosis. 

One  case  of  typhoid  fever  occurred,  unfortunately  for  the 
Glutton  area,  in  the  third  successive  year.  Again,  on  investigation 
this  was  presumed  to  have  been  acquired  in  Spain.

THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


(a)  The  Bristol  Waterworks  supply  mains  water  throughout  all 
twenty  three  parishes.  Minor  extensions  were  carried  out  to  supply 
small  groups  of  properties  not  pre\  iously  supplied. 

(b)  Quarterly  sampling  for  bacteriological  examination  and 
annual  sampling  for  chemical  analysis  gave  satisfactory  results. 


The  High  Littleton,  Hallatrow  and  Timsbury  Scheme  was  in 
progress  during  the  year  and  the  scheme  for  Chew  Stoke  which  has 
been  prepared  should  be  started  in  early  1967. 

The  larger  works  have  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily  and 
the  trade  effluent  problems  at  Paulton  have  been  overcome  at  least 
for  the  time  being. 

The  overloading  of  the  Glutton  Works  continues  to  cause 
concern. 

Fifty-nine  plus  two  trade  effluent  samples  from  Purnells  and 
two  trade  effluent  samples  from  Potters  were  submitted  to  the 
Laboratory  for  analysis. 


A weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  was  carried  out  through- 
out the  area  with  very  few  complaints  and  these  mainly  resulting 
from  vehicle  breakdowns.  The  British  Road  Services’  vehicles  were 
in  their  tenth  year  of  operation. 

Controlled  tipping  continued  at  Goosards  Bridge  with  good  work 
being  done  by  the  Bristol  Duplex  Tractor.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  main  drainage  scheme  for  Upton  Noble  has  now  been 
completed.  Ten  Parishes  within  the  district  are  now  served  with 
modern  drainage  schemes. 

During  the  year  the  standard  of  effluent,  on  analysis,  has  con- 
siderably improved  which  shows  the  value  of  increasing  the  number 
of  attendants  on  the  works,  together  with  the  fact  that  a full-time 
foreman  was  employed.  The  labour  force  has  been  entirely  adequate, 
and  a greater  interest  has  been  shown  by  the  attendants  themselves. 

The  Con.sultants  have  been  engaged  in  preparing  schemes  for 
the  Parishes  of  Faulkland,  Witham  Friary  and  Trudoxhill.  It  is 
anticipated  that  these  schemes  will  be  commenced  during  1967. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION 


A weekly  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  in  the  parish  of 
Coleford  and  part  of  Selwood,  the  remainder  of  the  district  is  collected 
fortnightly. 

Owing  to  the  reduction  in  prices  paid  by  the  mills  for  waste 
paper,  this  collection  has  now  ceased  and  it  appears  that  over  50 
per  cent  of  the  refuse  consists  of  paper  and  cardboard  boxes. 

It  has  been  agreed  that  a weekly  collection  of  refuse  will  be 
carried  out  in  Rode,  Beckington  and  Nunney.  This  scheme  will 
commence  in  the  later  autumn  of  1967.

The  above  statistics,  being  on  a similarly  even  level  to  last  year, 
require  no  comment  apart  from  one  of  continued  satisfaction. 
Variations  in  figures  relating  to  infant  deaths  simply  show  that  the 
deaths  of  the  three  infants  occurred  in  the  first  month  of  life,  in 
fact  the  first  week,  rather  than  later  as  was  the  case  in  1965. 

Malignant  disease  accounted  for  an  increased  total  of  a little 
over  20  per  cent  of  all  deaths,  and  conditions  of  the  heart  and  cir- 
culation, about  half.

Periodic  inspections  indicated 
that  the  premises  were  well  maintained  and  operated. 

All  birds  were  reared  on  the  premises  and  any  which  were 
found  unthrifty  were  culled  from  the  flocks  and  destroyed.  Con- 
sequently, the  number  of  birds  rejected  as  unfit  for  human  consump- 
tion during  processing  was  negligible. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

Rainfall : 

The  total  rainfall  for  the  year  as  recorded  at  the  Somerdale 
station  was  29.88  inches. 

The  public  water  supply  is  provided  by  Bristol  Waterworks 
and  practically  all  domestic  supplies  are  obtained  from  the  Company’s 
mains.  The  quality  and  quantity  have  been  (]uite  satisfactory. 
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Quarterly  samples  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  have 
all  been  satisfactory.  Chemical  analysis  indicated  that  the  water 
is  moderately  soft  and  slightly  alkaline. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  greater  proportion  of  sewage  from  the  district  was  treated 
at  the  Disposal  ^^'^orks  and  reports  on  samples  of  the  effluent  sub- 
mitted to  the  Public  Anal3’st  were  quite  satisfactory.

Norton-Radstock  had  a significantly  high  birth  rate  and  low 
illegitimate  rate  in  1966.  Unfortunately,  the  number  of  infant 
deaths  and  stillbirths  was  high,  the  same  combined  total  as  last 
year. 

The  death  rate  was  unusually  high  but  still  only  equalling  the 
average  for  the  country  as  a whole.  The  principal  single  causative 
factor,  i.e.  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation,  accounted  for  only 
42  per  cent  of  the  total,  a much  lower  proportion  than  the  national 
and  for  the  other  constituent  districts.  Cancer  was  the  cause  of 
just  over  one-fifth  of  deaths. 

The  dramatic  drop  in  the  notification  of  new  cases  of  tubercu- 
losis from  ten  to  one  is  welcomed.  Only  a single  case  of  food  poison- 
ing was  notified.  Generally,  infectious  disease  showed  a most 
satisfactory  picture.

In  addition  a further  29  samples  were  taken  by  the  Public 
Health  Department  from  domestic  users  taps  for  bacteriological 
examination. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Chilcompton  water,  all  the  chemical 
analyses  samples  taken  have  been  satisfactory.  The  Chilcompton 
source  is  unsatisfactory  in  that  it  is  heavily  discoloured  after  heavy 
rain.  This  source  is  to  be  abandoned  early  in  1967. 

The  Downhead  source  which  is  an  open  pond  is  due  to  be 
covered  in  1967,  at  the  same  time  the  chlorination  plant  is  to  be 
moved. 

The  Writhlington  water  tower  has  been  abandoned,  and  the 
problems  of  access  of  rain  water,  and  the  low  water  pressure  in  this 
part  of  the  district  have  now  been  remedied. 

There  is  no  plumbo-solvent  water  within  the  Urban  area. 

With  the  exception  of  three  dwellings  still  dependent  on  well 
supplies,  the  total  population  is  now  supplied  from  Mains.  No 
houses  are  dependent  on  standpipes. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

With  the  exception  of  a very  limited  number  of  properties  on 
the  rural  fringe  of  the  area,  the  whole  of  the  urban  district  is  now 
connected  to  main  drainage. 
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An  extension  to  the  Wheelers  Hill  Sewer  at  Midsomer  Norton 
at  an  estimated  cost  of  £1,500,  is  about  to  commence  which  will 
enable  the  properties  in  that  area  now  on  septic  drainage  to  con- 
nect to  the  main  sewer.  Those  dwellings  which  by  levels  are  unable 
to  connect  are  included  in  current  slum  clearance  programmes. 

Other  future  schemes  in  hand  include  the  reconstruction  of  the 
Midsomer  Norton  works,  tenders  for  which  have  been  accepted  and 
will  commence  early  1967.  The  major  scheme  for  the  reconstruc- 
tion of  the  Radstock  Works  and  new  trunk  sewer  is  now  estimated 
to  cost  £225,000,  and  it  is  hoped  will  receive  Ministry  approval  in 
1967. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

A weekly  refuse  collection  service  is  maintained  using  direct 
labour  with  two  16/18  cubic  yds.  fore  and  aft  freighters. 

Trade  refuse  is  collected  on  request,  the  frequency  of  collection 
depending  on  the  type  and  size  of  business  operation,  the  actual 
cost  being  charged.  Refuse  disposal  is  by  controlled  tipping  at 
Broadway  which  is  outside  the  urban  boundary.  With  the  new 
recently  purchased  mechanical  tracked  vehicle  employed  on  the 
tip  improved  results  have  been  obtained  by  daily  covering  down.

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Tliere  are  two  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  district,  both 
killing  for  their  own  retail  shops.  A more  regular  pattern  of  slaugh- 
tering hours  has  now  developed  with  the  co-operation  of  the  owners, 
resulting  in  no  week-end  slaughtering. 

A satisfactory  standard  of  hygiene  has  been  maintained  and 
certain  improvement  works  to  one  slaughterhouse  have  been  carried 
out.  Cautions  were  necessary  to  both  slaughterhouse  owners  re- 
garding certain  contraventions  by  the  slaughtermen,  but  co-opera- 
tion over  the  years  has  produced  a smoothly  running  and  efficient 
meat  inspection  service  to  these  two  small  establishments.

In  all  cases  the  manufacturers  were  informed  and  given  the 
opportunity  of  examining  the  food  to  give  reasons  as  to  why  these 
incidents  occurred.  With  all  reputable  manufacturers  of  food,  top 
priority  is  given  to  this  form  of  complaint  when  brought  to  their 
attention.  Persons  purchasing  food  not  of  the  standard  they  expect, 
do  a public  service  in  bringing  these  matters  to  the  attention  of  the 
local  health  department. 
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Ice-cream : 

A total  of  49  premises  are  registered  for  the  retail  sale  of  ice- 
cream. With  the  e.xception  of  one,  all  are  selling  pre-packed  ice- 
cream manufactured  by  nationally  known  concerns  who  produce  a 
product  of  high  quality  with  a very  high  standard  of  hygiene,  con- 
trolled from  manufacture  within  their  own  premises  to  delivery  and 
retail  sale. 

The  regular  inspection  of  vehicles  and  equipment  and  sampling 
of  mobile  ice-cream  vendors’  products  was  carried  out,  and  a most 
satisfactory  standard  was  maintained. 


During  the  year,  37  ice-cream  samples  were  taken  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  and  were  subject  to  bacteriological  examination 
and  graded  accordingly.

A determined  effort  has  been  made  by  regular  inspections  of  all 
“food  premises”  to  ensure  that  standards  of  hygiene  and  prepara- 
tion of  food  were  in  accordance  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 
With  existing  buildings  and  premises  it  is  often  a problem  to  secure 
compliance  in  all  respects,  owing  to  the  structural  conditions  and 
age  of  the  premises,  and  compromise  and  adaptation  are  necessary. 
There  appears  to  be  an  anomaly  with  food  premises  of  only  recent 
age  which  have  been  subject  to  planning  and  to  regulations  solely 
as  to  their  structure  and  materials.  The  design  of  these  premises  is 
not  subject  to  similar  stringent  and  detailed  regulations,  with  a view 
to  obtaining  a high  standard  for  satisfactory  storage,  handling  and 
preparation  of  food  within.  It  should  be  essential  for  the  premises 
to  be  constructed  to  suit  food  procedure  rather  than  the  process 
made  to  suit  the  premises,  as  is  unfortunately  so  frequently  met 
with.
